The n a tiv e flume of tins Tittle buffalo 
is anoa, and this w as adopted as the 
scientific title with the addition of th** 
adjective depresaicornis. 
The horns of 
the anoa are nearly straight 
and 
upright than those of the buffalo.

gests that there may be tw o species, or 
at least geographical races of the dwarf 
buffalo. 
Au interesting peculiarity in the 
anoa is that tin calves have

Coating of wooly hair. 
they grow up 
this is replaced hy a coat of short hair. 
In very old bulls even llii->* short Coat 
may disappear. The use of this warm 
coating of wooly hair in such a tropical 
region is not obvious. 
It 
has

therefore suggested that 
the 
ancestral 
form lived iii u cold country and so re­ 
quired a warm covering. 
Another curious 
animal 
found 
iii 
Celebes is the Babirussa or pig deer. The 
lutist remarkable point about the pig deer 
is the possession of tour curve,*! horns 
which would appear to I*** not merely use­ 
less but an actual handicap in the battle 
of life. 
These so-calied horns are in 
reality the overgrown canine teeth. The, 
pair in the upper jaw do not grow into 
the mouth, but piercing th** skin curve 
backward till they nearly or even quite. 
touch the forehead. T he lower pair grow 
out of the mouth aud curve back in a 
sim ilar way. 
It bus t>een suggested that th** horns 
serve to protect the eyes of 
the 
lug 
when grubbing among prickly branches, 
etc. 
But since, as l>r, A. It. W allace 
points out, the fem ale, which needs pro­ 
tection just as much, doe* not 
posses* 
them, this view can scarcely 
be 
m ain­ 
tained. 
Another suggestion is that they 
may serve as hooks, so that the animal 
may rest its head u p o n a branch, d ins 
seem s scarcely mon* plausible. Dr. W al­ 
la c e ’s own suggestion I* that they ar** 
organs once useful but which have be­ 
come useless through changed habits ot 
life.—Country Lift*.

owners of horses grazing on this forest 
iii ail effort to rid the range of these*# 
pests. 
The rodeo w as organized and put in 
charge of a manager.

men (forest rangers and stockm en), anti 
continued four days.

days forty-seven head of horses which 
were considered 
wild 
and

H ospitality then attain* that stage in 
which it is a custom ; the ho«t entertains 
guests who will never repay him, but be 
knows that he will have occasion to draw* 
upon other people for the sam e kind of 
entertainm ent. 
There is hardly a trace 
of altruistic feeling; it is almost entirely 
egoistic. 
H ospitality, however, becomes an ab­ 
solutely certain nnd known quantity, just 
like any other well established custom. 
One may travel nnd know that he may 
find fro** entertainm ent at any bons© or 
camp where lie may stop. 
H e will not

of Indian race, who have drifted into the 
southwestern part of the United Stntes. 
They will offer a white man the best 
place in the house to sleep, and a seat 
at the table where neither women nor 
children are allowed to sit at the same 
tim**; but, let the sm oke of a w hite man's 
camp tire be ever so distantly visible, und 
the Mexican w ill mount his horse ami 
at once proceed to the camp that he may 
be invited to eat. 
As the sym pathetic feelings grow- and 
friendships are formed, the hospitality of 
custom grows into spontaneous hospital­ 
ity. 
The demand for cut* rtainment, Im* 
pli **d tty custom, is much subject to nbu*i* 
and, as traveling becom es easier and 
more com fortable, the im positions will 
not be tolerated, and the custom falls 
into disuse, und hospitality can be found 
and paid for at public 
houses. 
The 
exigencies of travel no longer require 
that < very house shall offer its welcome. 
The M exican of Arizona will frequently 
entertain strangers, because that is the 
custom there, and he will in turn ask 
others to entertain him; but in M assachu­ 
setts the resident w ill rarely give hospi­ 
tality to the stranger. 
Yr**t iii** M assa­ 
chusetts man will entertain his friends 
with a heartiness and bounty that the 
M exican is incapable of, though the Yan­ 
kee has no expectation or even thought 
♦if ever enjoying the hospitality of Ids 
guest or of any one else in return. 
This, 
w’hich may be called spontaneous hospi­ 
tality, grow s out of altruistic feeling, and 
is given for the mere pleasure of seeing 
some one else happy.
